Joint resolution authorizing discount 


on taxes for the year 1897. 
Be it ordained by the City Councils of 


Portsmouth, as follows: 
That the inhabitants of this city and 


uon residents, who fhall pay to the 
collector of their taxes for the year 
1898 within thirty days next after July 
1, 1898, shall be entitled to a discount 
of five per cent, on the amount of said 
taxes; and such persons as shall pay 
their taxes within sixty days next after 
said July 1. 1898, shall be entitled to a 
discount of 
four 
per cent, on the 


amount of said taxes, provided no dis- 
count shall be allowed to any person 
until the whole tax of such peison lor 
the year is paid.

KOREA AND THE KOREANS. 


A Splendid Country and a Very Peculiar 


Race of IVople. 


Korea is a splendid country. 
Tho t,um- 


tticr in three-fourths of the provinces is 
bright, bracing mid temperate, not unlike 
that of Nova Scotia. 
In nny cane tho hot 


weather and mosquitoes do not lust more 
than n month or two »t the utmost. Tho 
Winter is clear and very cohl, rattier like 
that of Now York, or perhaps Quebec. 
Taken as a whole, 'he Inntl is fertile, and 
the rice ofptciully "has u bone in it," 
whir.h turns out toiifth native.-, and makes 
ft very highly esteo:i:i d, even in Japan. 
Its beuii crop also is enormous, and it has 
• plentiful supply of j^old, cattle, tobacco, 


C'iij • 
hemp, paper, leather, vegetables, lish and 


"•J 
medicine. The inhabitants are clean made, 
erect, active walkers, with u physique per- 
haps not so wiry but far superior in (truce 
to that of either the Chinese or the Japa- 
nese; not KJ course and uncouth in move- 
ment as tho Geiman physique; perhaps 
more like that of the Spaniards in general 
build than that of any other European nu- 
tion. Women are kept in seclusion, and 
one sees none but old hags in the market 
places. Tbe men ore great caters, inde- 
fatigable marchers, ready drinktrs when 
they can get liquor, interminable MinAera 
and very quarrelsome. But they urn I.-i/y, 
except under stimulus; culm and deliber- 
ate, except under provocation; obstinate, 
destitute of moral feeling, full of natural 
religious emotion, while recognixinu no 
religious sanctions: dirty in person, thiev- 
ish, cunning, untrustworthy, but affec- 
tionate and loyal if kindly tnated. 


They are without the simpering polite- 


ness of the Chinese or tbe obsequious cere- 
mony of the .Tiipanese. "Good form" is 
imperturbable placidity, deliberation and 
taciturnity. Not even a Turk can ap- 
proach a Koit-an in perfect calm and rest- 
fulness of attitude. 
The trading instinct 


•eemi good and well dewloped, but of 
course lock of experience and organization 
keeps it backward. The agricultural la 
borer works well and would be hard work- 
ing if tbe fruits of his labor were secured 
to him. Party feeling runs wonderfully 
bigh among the official classes, who are 
corrupt almost to a man, cruel and full of 
fierce personal hatred?, but both civil und 
military mandarins ore often exceedingly 
refined in manner. I never saw more per- 
fect manners in any country than those of 
tbe general at Torai, who entertained me 
lathe most princely fashion.

The Hudson quickly threw another 


line to the Winslow, and the helpless 
boat was made fast and pulled out of 
the Spaniards' exact range.

then towed her to Pledras bay. a little 
island 12 miles off, near which the Ma- 
chias lay. 
There she was anchored for 


temporary repairs, while the Hudson 
brought her ghastly cargo into Key Kest 
with Dr. Richards of the Machias at- 
tending to the wounded.

mournful Journey was begun was it 
learned that Lieutenant Bernardo had 
been injured. 
He scoffed at the wound 


as a trifle, but submitted to treatment 
and is doine well.
